LOP BURI 





Lop Buri isan interesting town of 153 kms. north of 
Bangkok. It was one of the oldest capitals of the Khmers who 
expanded their power to the town of Lavo and Lop Buri at the 
beginning of the 10th century and ruled over the area until the 
middle of the13th century when the Thais, who had already 
migrated from the North and had settled down in this country, 
fought against them and declared the independence of the 
Thais, Since then Lop Buri has been ruled by the Thais. Many 
monuments in Khmer style were constructed in Lop Buri such 
as the Hindu Shrine, Phra Kan Shrine etc. These monuments 
still exist in abundance. 

In 1664, King Narai, a King of Ayutthaya, made Lop 
Buri the second capital with the help of French architects. 
Therefore, the architectural style of Lop Buri in the reign of 
King Narai was half Thai and half western as can be seen 
from the Royal Palace, the Royal Reception House ect. 











TOURIST ATTRACTIONS 


Krison Siharat Hall or Phra Thinang Yen nse nati) 
is located 4 kms. from town and was built by King Narai at a 
place that was once an island in a lake called" Talay chubson" 
once used as a large reservoir. 


San Phra Kan (MANW3YMW), another brahmanical shrine 
lying opposite Phra Prang Sam yod consists of a building 
constructed in 1951 contains a four-armed deity figure fixed 
with a Buddha's head which is now the projects of worship.One 
of the most attractive sights for the tourists visiting San Phra 
Kan is the great number of tamed monkey. 





Phra prang Sam Yod nseisiaeienusan) once a Hindu 
Shrine, and only 200 metres from the Railway station . It was 
constructed in Lop Buri style with laterite and sandstone deco- 
rated with stucco. The adjoining prangs signify the Hindu Trin- 
ity of Brahman, Vishnu and Siva. In the reign of King Narai, 
the Shrine was converted to a Buddhist temple as some Bud- 
dhist designs can still be seen on it. 








Prang Khaek (safi fl) acharming little Khmer ruin built 
in the 15th century, is located in the market place on Vichayen 
Rd. near Narai Ratchanivet Palace, was also a Hindu Shrine 





Phra Narai Ratchanivet Palace NEMNIÉNIÄNAN) 
built by King Narai of Ayutthaya took 12 years to be completed 
(1665-1677). It is located in the centre of the town between 
Ratchadamnoen Rd. and Pratu Chai Rd.which is not too far 
away from the railway station . The structure built in the reign 
of King Narai include, Chantara Phisan Pavilion,Dusit Sawan 
Thanya Maha Prasat Hall. Suttha Sawan Pavilion etc. And the 
buildings constructed in the reign of King Rama IV are Phiman 
Mongkut Pavilion, now used as offices of The Lop Buri Na- 
tional Museum 





















Wat Phra Sri Rattana Maha That (JAN32f13SAYNMI51N) 
located behind the railway station is very important both in 
history and in archaeology. a 

Vichayen House (UIHIVUBUNS) located 300 meters from 
Prang Khaek was constructed by King Narai as a residence 
for Chevalier de Chaumont, the first ambassador to Thailand 
in the reign of King Louis XIV. 





Wat San Paulo Gaduahla is situated on the east, about 3 
kms. from town. It was a church of the Jesuits. founded dur- 
ing the reign of King Narai. 





Wang Kan Luang Waterfall (inn damuniaes) about 12 
kms. from Lam Narai Market. in Amphoe Chai Badan. It ap- 
peals as a quiet and refreshing retreat from the city, suitable for 
family visitors. 

Sunflower Field (amung) located in Tambon Chong 
Sarika, Amphoe Pattana Nikon, Travel 30 kms. along Lop Buri- 
Saraburi Rd., then turn left into Highway No.21 and travel fur- 
ther for 15 kms. The beautiful sunflowers feild have become a 
tourist attraction when the sunflower trees are in full blossom 
from November to January.

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Phra Narai Ratchanivet Palace @sannEsinsiinmi) 
built by King Narai of Ayutthaya took 12 years to be completed 
(1665-1677). It is located in the centre of the town between 
Ratchadamnoen Rd. and Pratu Chai Rd.which is not too far 
away from the railway station . The structure built in the reign 
of King Narai include; Chantara Phisan Pavilion,Dusit Sawan 
Thanya Maha Prasat Hall, Suttha Sawan Pavilion etc. And the
